The health authorities of some States 
are said to be favorable to pur ithing a!

This is 
based upon reports that have come 
East that plague has been found in 
cities In California other than San 
Francisco. Three such cares have been 
reported to the Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice by its representalve in San Fran- 
elsco.

ENGRAVING AND PRINTING. 

The generel prosperity of the coun- 
try is probably in no way better shown 
than in the business of the bureau hav- 
ing e of the work of engraving 
and printing the securities and stamps 
needed in the business of the depart- 
ment. During the year there has been 
an enormous increase in the demand for 
these securities and stamps.* At the 
commencement of the year the Treas- 
urer of the United States required 72,- 
000 sheets a day of United States notes 
and silver certificates. By October 1, 
1901, thie had increased to 88.000 sheets 
a day; by November 2, 1°01, 112,000; 
by December 3, 1901, to 128.000: ane 
early in January, 1902, to 136.000. or 
nearly double the amount supplied 
daily at the beginning of the year. The 
total num of sheets of notes ana 
bonds delivered fering the year was 
36.786 052, the total s s delivered dur- 
ing the preceding year being 24,303,731.

BONDS FOR ISTHMIAN CANAL. 

The act of June 28, 1902, to provide for 
the construction of a canal — Ey 
the Atlantic and Pacific! oceans, in- 
cludes, among other provisions, au- 
thority for the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to borrow on the credit of the 
United States, from time to time, as 
the eds may be required to de- 
fray expenditures authorized by the 
act, the sum of $130,000,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, and to 
issue therefore United States bonds re- 
deemabie after ten years and payabie 
after thirty years from date of tesue, 
bearing interest at the rate of 2 per 
cent, per annum. 

There being no reference in the act to 
the availabilty of these bonds as 
security for the circulation of national 
banke, it ie beliewed that they can be 
received by the department on euch ac- 
count only upon such termes as the older 
classes of United Siates bonds now 
outstan that iv te say. a national 
bank depositing anal bonds as recurity 
for cireulation would be required to 
pay a tax of 1 per cent. each year to 
the government on account of such cir- 
culation. This would place the per 
cent. canal bends at a great disad- 
vantage as compared with the ! per 
cent. coneols of 1980. A bank deposit- 
ing the consols is required to pay a 
tax amounting only to one-half of 1 
per cent. per annum.

SECRET SERVICE. 

The Secret Service division reports 
573 arrests during the year, the cap 
ture of $65,000 in counterfeit notes ana 
coins, and a large quantity of d.es 
molds, and contraband mate 
activity of the agents was such as tv 
discourage the issuance of new coun- 
terfeit notes, only one dangerous bili 
having made its appearance during 
the year. The division performed much 
work for other departments in such u 
manner as to meet with commendation 

The chief of the division renews the 
hope that the habitual ¢riminal act now 
under consideration "th Congress Wil 
receive — ing the 
1 session, epartment 
is in full sympathy with him in the 
matter. There is a large field for effec- 
tive work among the disaffected classes 
—that is to say, those who advocate the 
use of ferce in the destruction of gov- 
ernments, and who preach assassination 
and anarchy. No provision exists for 
the investigation of the secret organ- 
igationg which are maintained in al 
centers of industrial activity and whose 
existence is a constant menace to the 
lives of the highest officers of this ana 
other governments. The Secret Service 
division is well organized for the prose- 
cution of the necessary investigations, 
but lacks the means and authority to 
carry them out. The matter is com- 
mended to the attention of Congress. 

BANKING. 

On the subject of banking, Secretary 
Shaw says: 1 

“I see no objection to the issuance of 
circulation based upon general credits, 
if safeguarded. Neither do .i 
believe it necessary to make currency 
thus issued a first llen upon assets. A 
very small tax upon circulat.on woulo 
be sufficient to cover any possible loss. 
‘lhe government actuary has demon- 
strated that a tax of one-eighth of 
per cent. upon circulation would have 
covered all joss from the beginning 
of ovr national banking system to the 
present time, had each bank main- 


tained its mit of circulation. Insteaa 
of cailing this a tax, suppose it be 
called ‘premium en Insurance,’ und the 


government the ‘underwriter.’ The 
banks could be required to redeem thet 
circulation at reserve cities, and the 
government world never suffer injury 
or embarrassment as an insuier agains, 
ultimate loss. The lowest (ax suggested 
by anyone would far exceed any pos- 
sible joes, and the government covla 
assume responsibility to the people and 
still realize a profit. When thus guar- 
anteed and primarily redeemed by the 
go einment at the expense of the bank 
of issue, currency based on general as- 
sets would be as acceptable and as se- 
cure as the present national bank notes 
based on epecific assets. 

“T doubt, however, the wisdom of 
making provision for the issuance of 
oredit currency to the limit of the 
banks capital. Not that 1 would fea: 
unfortunate results, but in all financia, 
legisiat.on the greatest caution must 
be exercised lest the currency be sud- 
denly and unduly inflated. A gradua 
increase in circulation is well-nigh 
imperative, but a sudden and unnecet- 
sary increase would be most un‘or- 
tunate. Several other safeguards will 
naturally suggest themselves and need 
not be considered in this report.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The mint at New Orleans is now be- 
ing operated at great inconvenience 
and expense, and it is recommended 
that it be reduced to an assay office 
after June 30, 1903. 

The building now occupled by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing is 
evercrowded, and additional room is 


imperative. 

It is recommended that the rate cf 
taxation on such natlonal-bank circula- 
tlon as may be secured he.eafter by 
bonds issued for the consiruciion of 
the isthmian canal be reduced to one- 
half of 1 per cent. 

Several cusioms districts can safely 
be abolished and others consolica ed. 

An annual appropriation for the 
sinking fund to meet the debt of the 
District of Columbia is. recommended; 
and it is suggested that authoriiy be 
granted to purchase outstanding gov- 
ernment bonds with the proceeds of 
such sinking fund whenever it is im- 
practicable to purchase advantage@us y 
the bonds of the district. 

The several bra:.ches and bureaus of 
the Treasury Department are wi 
separated, and much valuable time ts 
wasted in carrying documents from one 
division to another, 
neceseary information, which could b 
avoided with great saving to the gov- 
ernment by the instalation of a com- 
prehensive pneumat c-tube system, a’ d 
the same is, therefore, recommended. 

The attention of the Congress is 
called again to the necessity for a Hall 
of Records.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 3.—An hour 
after the ship blew up the fire tug De- 
Hance appeared and got to work. Halt 
an hour later tle re was pronounced 
under control.

almost created a new panic. The iron 
sides of the empty air-tight compart- 
ments in the Progreso, superheated by 
the flames, begun blowing up, one after 
another exploding with heavy reports 
and shaking up the crippled vessel and 
scurrying to shore the few 
daring souls who remained on deck in 
the hope of rescuing some poor unfor- 
iunate who had not managed to crawl 
out of the furnace. These expiesions, 
four of which occurred between 10 aua 
12 o'clock, did no particular damage, 
only hastening the end of the ship, 
which had settled completely amidships 
ull the rail was almost in the water. 

Only for a len moments after each 
did they stop the work of the rescuers, 
and soon all the workmen on the ves- 
sel had been accounted for except those 
whose names figure in the list of the 
missing. 

The cause of the first explosion has 
not been satisfactorily traced. Some 
seem to hold the theory of spontaneous 
combustion, while others believe that 
the oil was ignited by a lighted lamp 
in the hands of an inspector who was 
testing the new oll burners. 

James Speyers, Jr., general manager 
of the Fulton Iron Works, is positive 
that the explosion was due to the oil, 
and not to the bursting of a boiler. His 
ftheory is that gas generated in one ot 
the oi] tanks. 

“It was certainly the explosion of a 
tank. he said. “If it had been a boiler 
explosion a cloud of steam would have 
arisen, but there was practically no 
steam. Instead, it was black smoke 
coming from the oi]. There was only a 
small amount of steam up at the 
time.” 

The loss to the Fulton company by 
the wrecking of the building and the 
burning of the wharf will exceed 820. 
000. It is estimated that the Progreso 
was worth about $175,000. 

The explosion shook all the build- 
ings at Harbor View, and the shock 
was felt a mile away. in a few instances 
Windows were broken several 
from the scene.

CURRENCY FOR PHILIPPINES. 


BILL OF SENATOR LODGE. 
“(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
WASHINGTON. Dec. 3.—Senator 

Lodge, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines, today intro- 
Guced a bill for the regulation of the 
currency of the Philippine Islands. 
The bill provides that the currency 
shall be legal tender in the islands, and 
makes the gold dollar the unit of 
value, but it authorizes the coinage of 
a silver of 416 grains, which is to 
be paid In sums of less than 100 pesos 
when demapded. The peso is also to be 
received for all duties to the islands 
unless specific legal provision is made 
to the contrary. 

The Philippine government is author. 
ized to take such measures as it con- 
iders neceseary to maintain the par- 
ty of the peso with the currency of 
the United States at the rate of two 
pesos for one dollar. Authority is also 
given for the issuance of certificates 
in the peso. The Mexican and Spanish 
pesos are to go out of existence by the 
Ist of December, 1903. Meanwhile their 
value is to be fixed by proclamation 
by the Governor of the Philippines. 


HAY’S STAND APPROVED. 


COURT OF APPEALS DECISION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRE#SS—A.M.! 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The Court 
of Appeals today affirmed the judgment 
of the District Supreme Court in the 
case of Ferdinand MHolzendorf vs. 
Secretary of State Hay. 

Holzendorf claimed to be a natural- 
ized citizen of the United Gtates and 
charged that he was falsely impris- 
oned in an insane asylum in Daldorff, 
Germany, from May 11. 1898, until 
July 8, 1899. He applied to the District 
Court on August 5 for a mandamus 
commanding the Secretary of State to 
institute “vigorous and proper pro- 
ceedings against the empire of Ger- 
many and the German_Emperor there- 
of.” for the recove of damages in 
the sum of $500,000. The District’ Su- 
preme Court refused to lay a rule 
upon the Secretary of State to show 
cause why the writ should not issue, 
and dismissed the petitien. 


SENATE AND HOUSE.

Pay Up. 


a special stockholders’ meeting held in 
W. I. Hardison’s sanctum sanctorum 
yesterday afternoon. The meeting was 
called, it was stated, “for the purpose 
of taking some action concerning the 
indebtedness of the cOmpany,” but as 
debts are about all the corporation has 
left to take action on, the announce- 
ment was quite unnecessary. 

Debts to the tune of over $32,000 are 
now piled up against the company, and 
under the present management it is 
getting deeper into the hole every 
month. “ther interesting facts made 
known are that the Imperial Oi] Com- 
pany, which is a partnership combina- 
tion of W. I. and Guy I. Hardison, 
holds notes against the Uncle Sam Oi) 
Company for $30,000 of this amount; 
and that the Imperial Oil Company 
also controls close to 131,000 shares of 
the capital stock of 300,000 shares ot 
Uncle Sam, of which about 250,000 
shares were issued. * 

But this is not all, W. L. Hardison 
needs the money, and so stated at res- 
terday’s meeting, when he asked that 
stockholders dig.“ and pay him back 
some of the money he loaned himself 
as a director of the Uncle Sam Oil 
Company. 

It was the Imperial Of] Company 
that loaned the Uncle Sam the money 
to go “wildcating” in an unproductive 
corner of the Kern River oi! field, and 
in that venture something like $27,416 
was dropped. 

It was the vote of the Imperial com- 
pany'’s interests that indorred the ex- 
penditure of money in this venture, and

The contract was awarded to the 
firm of Murphy & McLennan, and 
amounts to $125,000. It includes the 
excavating and carpenter work, 
masonry, brick, stone, iron and steel, 
which makes up the shell of the struc- 
ture. In a few weeks another contract 
will be let for the plumbing and inter- 
ior finishing, which will amount to ap- 
proximately "$50,000. ‘These sums added 
to the value of the lot, $170,000, make a 
total valuation of $350,000. 

The building will be owned by the 
Mechanic Institute, a vorporation com- 
posed of twenty members of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce, each of_yhom sub- 
scribed $17,500 to make up the $350,000.

Caswell, treasurer, and A. B. Cass. The 
contract was signed by John A. Mur- 
phy, for the contracti firm, and 
Messrs. Braun and Alles the own- 


ers. 

The build will be located the 
east side of Broadway about midway 
between First and Second streets. it 
will be one of the finest buildings of 
any kind in the city—large, modern, 
of the best material and striking 
beauty of design. There will be six 
stories, with a ae of 132 and 
a depth of 185 feet. The frame will 
be of iron and steel, supporting walls 
of brick and stone. 

The architect is W. H. Allen, and he 
has designed a building of great beauty. 
The style is modernized Greek and 
ve ornamental. Great stone pillars 
will extend from the second story clear 
to the top, standing out several feet 
from the front of the building and

FLAGLER’S SCHEME. 
Happy is He Over Financing Big 
Water-power Undertaking at Duluth, 
Minnesota. 


A. P. Flagler, president of the High- 
lands Water Power Company of Due 
luth. Minn., is at the Van Nurse Acs 
cording to statements made by him 
yesterday, he has just successfully 
financed a water-power proposition 
for supplying light and power to Du- 
juth and West Superior, which is sec- 
ond only to the Niagara Falis Power 
Company. Mr. Fiag.er says that be i@ 
the owner of practically all the stock 
of the Highlands Water Power Com- 
pany, which is simply another name 
for the old Minnesota Cana! and Power 
Company of Duluth, of which Fred 
Hanchet of Chicago is presi 
Flagler having acquired, he states, 
the water rights of that 
along the valuable streams of the 
watershed back of Duluth. 

As explained by him yesterday, the 
proposition has $4,000,000 behind it, and 
that work will be begun in the spring. 
A canal is to be dug to take the water 
from the St. Louis River at a point 
twenty-two miles above Duluth, and 
an electrical plant of 25,000 Borge 
power will be erected, 20,000 horse 
power of which is said to have 
been contracted for.

Body of Sam Carson, Who is Said to

SANTA MONICA, Dec: 3.—Aged Sam 
Carson was found dead early this 


Monica Cdfion. He had been 
a epider. 

It was a remarkable and romantic 
career that came to such an inglorious 
end. Carson was about 83 years old, 
and claimed to be a son of the re- 
nowned scout, Kit“ Carson. For many 
years the old man had lived at the head 
of Rustic Cafion, with only his horses 
ahd dogs for company. 

Carson cultivated a small patch of 
ground and occasionally cut a load of 
wood and brought it into town to sell. 
Though living like a hermit, he was 
well known to persons using the cafion 
for a route into the mountains, Before 
taking up his abode in the mountains 
and in his early years the stories are 
that Carson had a most pictu ne 
career as a pioneer gold- hunter, 1 
fighter and adventurer. 

Added infirmities of his at age 
had of late made the old fellow’s con- 
dition more m ble. Philanthropic 
women from this city becams interested 
in his case, and for some time had been 
contributing to his support. It was by 
these good Samaritans that his death 
was discovered this morning, a party 
having called to contribute a few deli- 
cacies to his meager larder, 

The old man was stretched out on his 
bed, and had evidently been dead sev- 
eral hours.
